As this is written it is chili and dark outside, 
and a bit of, fog is rolling in off the bay, making 
the night worker rather envy his more forttitiate 
brother who can cuddle down under the warm 
blankets and snooze away the night until the morn- 
ing dawns, and it “being the Sabbath day, maybe 
beyond that a few hours. The miriad lights at the 
big oil works twinkle like little golden holes in the 
dark, as do the street lights stretching up and 
down the hills, a lot more twinkling out at the 
powdcr and other factories to the north, over the 
hills cf Berkeley to the southeast, and along the 
white ways of the metropolis across the bay. 
Octasional boom of a fog bell, or hoarse shout of 
boat whistles warning each other, come floating out 
of the distance, and the deeper tones cf an ocean 
liner awakens the echoes. The night life wanes, and 
soon it will’ be day. And over all God reigns. 

In another ‘hour the linocypes will hush and the 
big press go clanging, the busy writers seek their 
couches and the little newsies will show up with 
their bicycles and flashlights, and go scurrying 
all over the townsite, from Mita Vista to the Point, 
from San Pablo to Stege, and the lusty crow of 
the rooster will greet the dawn as it slowly creeps 
over the Sobrante hills and slants the red glow 
of the orb of day down into San Pablo bay and 
across to the Marin shore. Again it is the 
Sabbath morn and in two hours after these lines 
leave the typewriter, you ‘will be reading them 
over your mornine cup of coffee. That is why
